THE WONDER OF COBWEBS. 


•'See anything nr>(-.nli(n'nlinnf this?" H 


ualuralist asked of a reporter who had 
dropped into his ftiinctum ill High Bridge. 
The object ho held up wa-j a block of 
earth about eight inches in length and 
four iu width, resembling more than any- 
thing else the fro/en earth lifted out of a 
small ilower pot, with the upper surface 
planted with growing mosses and small 
plants of various kinds. 
"Tn this block 


of earth," ho continued, "there is ft reg- 
ular palace, and the door is right under 
your nose.'1 As he npoke he inserted a 
long pin among the mosHand lifted up an 
oval door that exposed a large, deep well, 
lined with ailk in a most gorgeous man- 
ner, and us a gleum of sunlight from tiro 
window caught the gu.-isnincr it seemed 
changed to molten bilver, deepening in 
the interior to a golden yellow, and nt 
every move scintillating with dazzling

"It's wonderful," the naturalist said. 


•"You hardly expect so much from n spi- 
ider, and the most skillful work from hu- 
man luvmlti fails to come up to this. 
It's the castle of the trap-door spider 
mygale, and 
this one I found near 


•Charleston, S. C. You nee it'« a well 
=ubout five inches deep and two wide, 
lined with silk, and having on top a door 
that iilK so exactly that your close exami- 
nation failed to detect it. 
A perfect 


hinge of silk allows it to work freely, and 
it is so nicely arranged that it always 
closes after the ownui1 Las pussed iu ur 
out." 


"How did these mosses aud weeds get 


on the door of the trap ? 


''In many cases the spider places them 


there, its idea being to muke the place 
vesemble, as nearly as possible, the sur- 
rounding country, aud so skillful are they 
in hiding their door.-? that I hunted two 
weeks before I found this one, aud then 
it was only by chiince. I had been 
tramping through tho woods nearly all 
day, and was stretched out on a bank, j 
about half asleep, when I heard a rustle j 
at my elbow, aud looked uowu just iu 
lime to see a trap-door fly up aud go 
.(town with a jerk, and you may be sure I 
.commenced operations at once. 
When I 


had located the door exactly I dug a 
i trench all around it, down about a foot, 
: aud worked aS near the trap as I could, 
•und after trimming it down as you see it, 
I gave it four or live good coats of glue, 
-and ultimately got it out safely. 
While I 


.was 
at work 
it was curious to see 


'.(he alarm of the spider. Every few miu- 
iiites the door would lift a little, and I 
would see the hairy leg of the little fel- 
ilow, uiit the Slightest tap would send it 
down. 
After one of these retreats I in- 


serted iny knife blade into the door and 
tried to lift it. 
Something was holding it 


back on the other side. cvklGr.tly, r45 it 
did not lift up with the ease with which I 
had seen it under the nimble handling of 
tho owner. 
Jieuding down and lifting 


the door at the same time, I saw the 
cause. The spider was holding the door 
down. 
Its mandibles were fastened into 


the silken lining, while with its feet it 
was bracing back and holding on with all 
its strength, and only when I had lifted 
it almost out did it let go and retreated 
to the lower part of the well, where it 
eoiled up its legs and pretended to bo 
dead." 


"How do they build the traps ?" 
''Just as a man would build a well. Af- 


ter making their selection of a-locality, 
•they commence taking out hits of earth 
with their mouths 
and pushing them 


tt^vay with their legs. 
As soon as they 


got below the surface a shoring-up process 
is begun. Silk is spun aud attached to 
.the wall by some secretion. 
The door is 


;.a prolongation of this silken wall; BO, as 
itho spider works down, caving in is pro- 
.vonieil in this way, and finally the outer 
iside of tho door, which is naturally 
ibright, is covered with soil, and bits of 
iinoss are placed on it. There are a mim- 
•ber of different kinds of trap-door spiders 
an this country and Europe, some having 
itwo or three traps in the different parts 
f.£ the well, the spider retreating from 
one i<i another as danger presses. 


"Here's a spider," he said, handing 


down one of A immbor of glass jars eov- 
erftd with flue giinxe, ''that builds a web 
tunnel after the general shape of a trap, 
but it is infinitely more delicate., and is 
always at right angles with the tmrfftco, 
and contains no doors." 


By holding the jar up against tho mm, 


tho. fairy-like tunnel could 'nn traced, fol- 
lowing around the sido of the jar, por- 
jfcctly cylindrical, and. after extending 
four or live inches, widening out into a 
broad w*l>, or pialform, that wrw held in 
place by wyriiulfl of single silvery and 
nlmoKt ' microst'ojiio 
cabins, extending 


from il to tlie upi>*v part of tho glfifw. 


"Tho web in front," \lffl nnlnmlist con- 


tinued, "IH to catch prey, RIHJ lite whole 
.odineo wan built in ono night. 
By rightu, 


tho Hpidcrw would ho htoimling', or jn a. 
winter Bleep! but I nm keeping thonpn 
ji worm room to prevent thin, and neo 
wliftt they will do, or what Hie offoot will I 


bo. There IK n fly. Nor wntch tho 
spider." 


The reporter hold u largo hand nmgiii- 


fying glawi over tho web, mid the fly was 
released in tlie jar, landing on tho fntal 
platform. 
At the livst hum Ihn Hpider 


dttrted out, with its eyes flasliiug and its 
two fore legs in the air. The instant the 
fly struck, the Kpider was ou it, grouping 
it firmly iu iU jaws, and soon had it in 
the silken tuimel. 


"Here's another fellow." he said taking 


down another jar, "that RCOIIIB to have no 
system about.buijding. but hangs its linen 
and cables in every direr lion, forming 
great sheets of web. Koine in my stable 
arc two feet long." 


A fly was put iu and ti different method 


of alfaek became apparent. The ppider 
waited until tlie fly hacl become entangled 
in tho web, and thwi rushed to the front. 
Silk was taken from the spinnerets with 
its legs so quickly that it was almost im- 
possible to follow its movements, and 
hurled about the unfortunate victim, and 
its wings were in a few seconds bound 
firmly by the silken bands. The spider 
then drew nearer to end this ^tragedy, 
when another of tho same species, that 
had been a silent witness, clamored down 
from a shelf of web above, and evidently 
entered a counter claim. 
With fore logs 


high in air, eyes glistening like sparks of 
lire, they moved toward each other, and 
like a flash they struck with their fore feet, 
ami, with liglitning-liko movments of tho 
other legs, tried to entangle each other. 
Curious beads of a yellow liquid appeared 
on their logs, which at first seemed to 
come from wounds on the limbs, but it 
was soon seen to come from the mouth. 
They were actually foaming with rage, 
and the secretion was evidently used to 
render the cables of silk sticky aud adhe- 
sive. The result of this warfare was that 
he legitimate owner of the fly BOOH suc- 
ceeded in entangling tho invader to such
